New  York  - Debora  Hartin,  navy  veteran 
has  been  issued  a new  birth  certificate 
like  everybody  else's,  except  for  one  de- 
tail. It  sidesteps  the  question  of  sex. 

The  certificate  was  the  city's  first  to  be 
tailored  for  a transexual.  Under  a new 
ruling  of  the  City  Board  of  Health,  it  was 
issued  taking  into  account  her  new 
court-approved  name. 

But  it  stopped  short  of  recording  a sex 
change  as  well  as  a name  change.  The 
form  used  for  transsexuals  contains  no 
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space  for  the  sex.  Miss  Hartin  said  she 
is  enlisting  politicians  to  push  for  legi- 
slation to  make  that  alternation  possible, 
too.

James  Bacon  in  his  Hollywood  Hotline 
column  in  the  STAR  Ledger  reported 
that  he  overheard  Joan  Rivers  and  Dom 
De  Luise  talking  about  a theatrical  pro- 
ducer friend  who  has  to  be  the  most 
outlandish  characther  they  ever  met. 

It  seems  that  from  June  to  September 
the  producer  is  a girl  and  the  rest  of 
the  year  he  is  a man. 

Edgar  Rosenberg,  who  is  married  to 
Joan  , had  met  the  producer  in  his  girl 
getup.  "He  came  to  New  York  where 
he  is  on  probation  and  must  always 
dress  as  a man.  I had  to  go  over  to  his 
hotel  to  talk  business  with  him/her 
because  he. had  come  to  New  York  with- 
out his  man  clothes.  When  he  dresses 
as  a girl,  according  to  Joan  and  Dom 
he  takes  silicon  shots.  As  a guy  he 
gets  his  suits  two  sizes  too  big.

HAWAII:  In  search  for  solutions  to  pro- 
blems peculiar  to  the  transvestite  and 
transes  sexual  community,  an  Hawaiian 
group  has  formed  a self-help  organization. 

The  300-member  group,  calling  itself 
the  Hidden  Life,  is  concerned  with  em- 
ployment, political  and  social  recognition, 
and  quality  of  life  for  its  members. 

A spokesperson  for  the  group,  Jerry 
Morrison,  who  calls  himself  Yvette,  ex- 
plained, "We  have  a great  deal  of  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  employment-.  Many  of 
our  people  are  forced  to  resort  to  prosti- 
tution because  there  is  no  other  choice. 


"Many  are  young,  13  and  14  years  old, 
forced  to  leave  home  by  their  parents 
or  their  own  feelings,  without  any  money. 
We  would  like  to  get  them  all  off  the 
streets  and  into  constructive  life  styles." 

The  organization  hopes  to  get  federal 
funds  as  an  oppressed  minority  group 
to  use  for  the  vocational  programs , psy- 
chological counseling,  and  even  for  sex- 
change  operations  for  members  needing 
them. 

Morrison  said  that  many  of  Hidden  Life’s 
members  ’have  never  had  jobs.  We  want 
to  get  these  people,  who  want  to  work 
but  can’t,  into  training  programs  to  de- 
velop skills.  We  would  like  to  get  em- 
ployers to  hire  purely  on  the  basis  of 
qualifications.  " 

Charles  Lizares,  who  is  co-director  of 
the  group  with  Susan  Sams,  a female 
transvestite,  is  taking  courses  at  Diamond 
Head  Mental  Clinic  for  guidance  counsel- 
ing, as  is  Morrison.  They  plan  to  take 
additional  courses  at  QueenTs  Medical 
Center  in  Honolulu  next  month  to  prepare 
for  individual  psychological  counseling 
they  anticipate  will  be  needed  within  the 
group.

SAN  FRANCISCO:  It  seems  that  Super- 
visor Dianne  Feinstein  has  been  annoyed 
for  months  because  she  has  to  travel  a- 
bout  100  feet  from  the  supervisor's  cham- 
bers in  City  Hall  to  the  lady’s  room.  Now 
she  has  made  that  march  more  convenient 
by  taking  over  the  all  male  executive 
bathroom.  She  announced  that  she  has 
liberated  the  male  bathroom  and  that  she 
would  use  it  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
ten  male  supervisors.

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University  Brooklyn,  has  reported  the 
following  at  their  request: 

"We  have  been  working  on  voice  femi- 
nization with  transexuals  for  the  past 
two  years.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
give  our  clients  completely  feminine 
voices  in  a noticeably  higher  pitch,  but 
we  have  been  able  to  get  them  to  place 
the  voice  higher  in  the  mask  of  the  face 
as  opposed  to  resonating  in  the  chest 
as  they  habitually  did,  and  this  creates 
the  impression  of  a higher  pitched  fem- 
inine voice.  We  work  with  them  on  in- 
flection patterns  and  try  to  get  them  to 
realize  that  there  is  a wide  range  of 
possibilities  in  the  human  voice  and  that 
many  females  have  low  pitched  voices. 

"We  also  try  to  stress  that  in  many  cases 
one  of  the  determinants  in  what  voice 
sounds  like  depends  on  what  the  listener 
sees,  and  if  the  client  is  dressed  as  a 
woman  they  are  generally  accepted  as 
such.  For  this  reason  we  generally  pre- 
fer that  the  client  be  dressed  and  living 
as  a female  for  therapy  to  be  effective. 

"We  work  with  the  clients  once  a week 
for  12  weeks  and  attempt  to  expand  and 
change  the  client*s  attitude  toward  what 
makes  a voice  truly  feminine.  We  make 
no  claims  c£  success  and  generally  try  to 
make  the  client  comfortable  with  what  she 
has  and  establish  the  realization  that 
there  is  a wide  range  of  female  voices  and, 
in  the  long  run,  the  listeners  reaction  is 
determined  by  what  is  seen,  and  this  cre- 
ates an  acceptance  of  what  is  heard.

CHILLICOTHE,  OHIO:  Bernie  Saville,  a 
71  year  old  inmate  of  the  Ohio  State  Peni- 
tentiary, has  petitioned  the  US  District 
Court  in  Columbus  to  accept  a civil  suit 
brought  by  him  against  the  commissioner 
of  Ohio’s  correctional  system. 

In  the  suit,  Saville  charges  the  prison 


commissioner  with  allowing  surgical  ex- 
perimentation upon  his  body  without  con- 
sent, the  forcible  removal  of  his  female 
breasts,  other  disfigurations,  and  forced 
inoculations  of  the  male  hormone  testos- 
terone. 

Saville,  who  describes  himself  as  a "true 
hermaphrodite"  has  been  in  the  Ohio  State 
Prison  since  1955,  where  he  was  transferred 
there  from  a women’s  prison.  In  order  to 
control  his  behavior  and  appearance,  pris on 
officials  ordered  the  surgery  and  hormone 
treatment,  without  consent. 

In  payment  for  his  suffering,  Saville  has 
asked  the  court  to  award  him  two  million 
dollars,  or  an  immediate  release  from 
pris  on. 


SAN  FRANCISCO:  Voting  in  a general 
meeting  the  membership  of  San  Francisco’s 
chapter  of  Daughter  of  Bilitis  (lesbian 
organization)  resolved  to  exclude  all  trans- 
sexuals from  membership  in  the  group. 

The  vote  climaxed  a heated,  month  long 
debate  and  was  complicated  by  the  current 
active  membership  of  one  transexual  in 
SF  DOB.  She  had  served  as  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  group  and  is  well  known  in 
California  as  a lesbian-activist,  writer 
and  singer. 

Commenting  on  the  vote,  Del  Martin,  co- 
founder  of  the  San  Francisco  group,  said, 
"DOB  has  always  been  set  up  as  a woman’s 
organization.  A person  before  having  the 
(transexual)  operation  is  not  legally  a 
woman.  " 

But  a sizable  minority  disagreed.  "En 
masse  and  in  something  akin  to  cold  fury," 
the  entire  staff  of  SISTERS  magazine,  the 
monthly  publication  of  SF  DOB,  resigned 
their  positions  and  their  membership  in 
DOB. 
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In  an  open  letter  from  the  former  staff 
of  SISTERS,  they  described  the  lone  trans- 
sexual member  (who  was  also  part  of  the 
SISTERS  staff)  as  a "devoted  worker  who 
has  poured  hundreds  of  hours  of  time 
and  energy  into  DOB.  Unfortunately  for 
her,  she  was  born  into  a man’s  body  and 
is  now  voted  out  of  DOB  and  forbidden  to 
write  for  SISTERS.  " 

"We  will  have  no  part  in  the  oppression 
of  our  sisters,"  they  concluded,  "WE 
voted  to  keep  DOB  open  to  all  women,  we 
lost,  and  we  will  now  seek  an  alternative 
to  DOB.  " 

The  transsexual  who  was  voted  out  of 
the  group  asked  not  to  be  identified  but 
said,  "For  myself,  I feel  extremely  piss- 
ed, but  mostly  I feel  really  sad  because 
I think  DOB  did  something  that  they 
shouldn't  have  done  --  they  attempted  to 
define  someone  else’s  identity  for  them. 
The  feminist  movement  says  that  you 
don’t  define  someone  else’s  identity.  In 
picking  and  choosing  who  can  be  a mem- 
ber of  their  group,  in  the  long  run,  I think 
they're  really  letting  their  sisters  down.  "

STANFORD,  CALIF  : A Stanford  Medical 
Center  administrator  said  today  that  un- 
qualified "sex  change"  doctors  have  left 
some  patients  neither  men  nor  women. 

Patrick  Gandy,  coordinator  of  Stanford's 
gender  identity  program,  said  s ©me  dis- 
figured patients  have  " no  sex  at  all"  he 
said  some  surgeons  fail  to  do  sufficient 
psychological  testing  before  operating, 
and  some  tragically  botch  the  surgery  it- 
self. 

The  most  typical  surgical  problems,  Gandy 
said,  were  man-to-woman  patients  who 
because  of  inept  surgery  were  given  vaginas 
completely  unsuited  for  sexual  relations. 

He  said  that  such  persons  were  often 
driven  to  suicide. 

Equally  tragic,  he  said,  were  men  who 
convinced  doctors  that  their  sex  should 
be  changed,  were  operated  on  and  later 
discovered  that  an  operation  was  not 
needed  or  really  wanted. 
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"Nobody  has  ever  tried  changing  a per- 
son twice,  " he  said,  "it  might  be 
possible  to  make  a person  a woman  a- 
gain,  but  once  you've  operated  on  a 
man,  there's  no  going  back.  "

LONDON:  The  British  Medical  Journal 

has  reported  the  story  of  two  men  who 
underwent  operations  to  change  their  sex 
only  to  die  about  five  years  later  of 
breast  cancer.  The  Journal’s  article  was 
prepared  by  Dr.  William  St.  Clair  Symmers, 
who  has  been  chairman  of  the  department 
of  pathology  of  the  Charing  Cross  Hos- 
pital Medical  School  for  the  last  15  years. 
The  school  is  part  of  the  London  Uni- 
versity. 

He  stated  that,  "many  must  feel  sym- 
pathy for  them  and  perhaps  something  of 
anger  at  what  was  done  to  them  by  men 
and  women  prostituting  medical  skills." 

Neither  of  the  two  men  underwent  their 
initial  "sex  transformation"  operations 
in  Britain.  But  both  were  treated  in 
this  country  after  they  developed  breast 
cancer,  each  at  about  the  age  of  30. 

The  cancer,  Dr..  Symmers  said,  probab- 
ly resulted  from  "hormonal  disturbance" 
because  of  the  "prolonged  administration" 
of  estrogens,  or  female  hormones. 

The  cancer  in  both  cases,  Dr.  Symmers 
concludes,  probably  resulted  from  "the 
hormonal  disturbance  resulting  from 
castration  and  the  prolonged  administra- 
tion of  estrogens". 

Dr.  Symmers  noted  that  both  men  had 
received  "considerable  amounts  of  es-

Looking  back  over  the  past  year,  I would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  warn  and 
caution  other  people  like  myself  against 
certain  people  in  the  medical  field  and  re- 
lated areas  that  the  transexual  and  trans- 
vestite may  seek  services  from.  Due  to 
the  fact  that  it  would  put  me  in  a very  bad 
position  if  I were  to  mention  names  I 
will  speak  in  generalities.  I hope  that 
these  guidelines  can  help  the  ne ophite 
avoid  the  pitfalls  that  I have  managed  to 
avoid  through  sheer  luck.

1.  Choosing  an  electrologist:  There 

are  some  doctors  in  the  New  York  area 
that  have  "deals"  going  with  certain  e- 
lectrologists.  That  is  if  you  are  going 
for  electrolysis,  the  electrologist  will 
suggest  that  you  see  Dr.  X for  "hor- 
mone shots.  " Whether  you  want  and/or 
need  them  is  another  story,  neverthe- 
less he  will  give  you  the  name  of  a doc- 
tor who  "understands"  people  like  your- 
self. The  same  applies  to  doctors  that 
recommend  electrologists . If  you  de- 
sire the  services  of  an  electrologist,  ask 
around,  the  best  endorsement  of  a 
person's  skill  is  the  end  product.  When 
you  meet  someone  that  has  had  electroly- 
sis and  you  like  the  job  that  they  have 
had,  don't  be  shy,  ask  for  the  name  and 
address  of  the  electrologist  that  this 
person  has  employed. 

2.  Choosing  a doctor:  The  Erickson 
Educational  Foundation  1627  Moreland  Ave. 
Baton  Rouge,  La.  70808  has  a list  of 
doctors  in  your  area  that  will  administer 
hormone  therapy. 


In  the  male  the  usual  course  of  therapy 
consists  of:  1-  a semi-monthly  inspection 
of  estrogens,  2-  a daily  oral  dosage  of 
estrogens,  which  should  consist  of  2.  5mgs 
to  5.  0 mgs  of  Premarin  (an  eliptical  pur- 
ple tablet,  that  is  the  2.  5 mgs  dosage). 

Avoid  anything  other  than  Premarin  as 
it  has  the  least  amount  of  undesirable 
side  effects.  Some  doctors  also  give 
progesterones  in  addition  to  estrogens. 

One  of  the  more  popular  of  these  is 
Provera,  a circular  white  tablet  with  a 
"U".  The  recomended  dosage  is  5MGS 
to  10  MGS  daily.  However,  this  hor- 
mone is  not  as  potent  and  does  not  play 
as  important  a part  as  the  estrogens  do. 

. . . . . of 

caution 

Some  doctors  may  have  you  submit  to 
a series  of  tests  consisting  of,  a 24 
hour  urine  analysis,  a liver  function 
test  (this  is  important!  ! !),  a white 
blood  cell  count,  a red  blood  cell  count, 
a V.  D.  R.  L,  and  a urine  test  for  sugar 
and  albumin.  This  should  cost  anywhere 
from  $25  to  $50,  in  addition  to  a complete 
physical  examination  by  the  doctor.  Be- 
ware of  the  doctor  that  gives  you  hor- 
mone therapy  no  questions  asked,  as 
there  are  these  types  around  that  are 
just  out  for  the  money  and  couldn't  care 
less  about  you  and/or  your  body.  In 
addition  try  and  choose  a doctor  that 
you  can  talk  with  and  discuss  some  of 
your  minor  personal  problems,  and  al- 
so one  that  will  discuss  your  course  of 
treatment  in  depth.  Remember,  don't  be 
afraid  to  ask  questions,  if  there  is  any 
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doubt  as  to  the  medication  that  your 
doctor  has  prescribed  for  you,  ask  the 
pharmacist  that  fills  your  prescription 
what  he  is  giving  you. 

3.  Psychiatric  Counseling:  It  is  ad- 
visable that  anyone  that  is  undergoing 
hormone  therapy  should  also  seek  psychi- 
atric counseling.  The  reason  behind  this 
is  that  no  one  can  ever  be  objective  about 
oneself.  Your  therapist  might  pick  up 
on  certain  things  that  you  might  not  know 
about  yourself.  Therapy  is  also  helpful 
in  adjusting  to  your  new  body  form.  Psycho- 
therapy need  not  cost  a small  fortune.  The 
State  of  New  York  operates  several  commun- 
ity clinics  that  provides  psychiatric  services 
for  free.  Look  in  the  telephone  book  under 
The  State  of  New  York  Department  of 
Mental  Hygiene  for  the  clinic  nearest  you. 

In  addition  , several  of  the  larger  hospitals 

..a  few 
do?s . . . 

have  psychiatric  out  patient  counseling 
on  a sliding  fee  scale.  If  you  cannot 
find  a sympathetic  therapist  at  one 
clinic  or  hospital,  try  another,  as 
there  are  plenty  in  the  New  York  City 
area. 

4 - Surgery:  There  are  many  surgeons 

that  will  cut  you  up  just  as  long  as  you 
can  pay  for  it  (cash  in  advance,  of  course). 
The  ethical  surgeon  will  send  you  for  a 
psychiatric  evaluation  before  even  discuss- 
ing surgery.  The  cost  for  a psychiatric 
evaluation  should  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$75.  This  evaluation  should  take  a minimum 


of  45  minutes.  Remember,  when  in  the 
psychiatrist's  office  be  honest  with  the 
doctor.  By  lying  you  are  only  hurting  your- 
self,as  you  are  the  one  that  has  to  live  in 
your  new  body,  and  after  surgery  there  is 
no  turning  back.  So  be  fair  to  yourself, 
no  person  is  a good  judge  of  oneself,  so 
tell  the  truth.  Assuming  that  you  have  pass' 
ed  the  psychiatric  evaluation,  then  you 
can  work  out  the  details  of  the  actual  sur- 
gery with  regard  to  finances  , the  date, 
etc.  As  with  electrolysis,  the  best  en- 
dorsement of  the  surgeon's  skill  is  the 
end  product.  Don't  be  afraid  to  ask  around, 
the  best  person  to  ask  would  be  someone 
that  has  been  through  surgery.  Ask  if 
they  are  satisfied  with  the  results  of  their 
surgery,  and  the  name  and  address  of 
their  surgeon.  Allow  several  months  in 
which  to  adjust  (both  physically  and  men- 
tally) to  your  new  self,  and  make  sure 
to  have  at  least  $1000  left  over  after  your 
surgery  to  live  on,  for  doctors  fe  es  and 
legal  fees . 

I hope  that  by  relating  some  of  my  ex- 
periences to  you,  that  I will  have  help- 
ed you  to  avoid  some  of  the  problems  that 

. . . and 
dont’s . 

1 have  encountered  during  the  past  year. 

In  parting  ponder  this:  there  is  no  rule 

that  states  that  every  transexual  must 
undergo  surgery,  nor  is  there  any  rule 
that  states  that  every  TRANSVESTITE 
must  receive  hormone  therapy.  If  you 
are  happy  with  yourself  as  you  are,  stay 
the  same.  If  you  are  unhappy  with  your- 
self, change,  but  please,  for  your  own 
sake,  change  for  the  better.

this  being  the  vagina  of  the  transexual 
female  is  lined  with  skin,  while  the 
vagina  of  the  genetic  female  is  lined 
with  mucous  membrane  that  is  capable 
of  secreting  its  own  lubrication.  There- 
fore, in  the  transexual  female  a suitable 
external  lubricant  must  be  used  in  order 
for  the  male  to  effect  penetration.  In 
addition  you  are  limited  in  your  choice 
of  sex  partners  due  to  the  fact  that  an 
artificial  vagina  is  not  capable  of  accept- 
ing a variety  of  penis  sizes  because  it 
cannot  dilate  or  constrict  like  the  vagina 
of  the  genetic  female. 


Perhaps  no  surgical  procedure  is  more 
shrouded  in  secrecy  than  the  transexual 
operation.  Most  people  that  are  operat- 
ed upon  are  reluctant  to  admit  that  the 
results  of  their  surgery  are  less  than 
ideal.  In  this  article  I will  try  to  ex- 
plain in  lay  terms  the  post-operative 
complications  of  transexual  surgery. 

The  most  common  post-operative  com- 
plication is  insufficient  width  and  depth 
of  the  vaginal  cavity.  In  the  technique 
where  the  skin  of  the  penis  is  used  to 
line  the  vaginal  cavity,  the  average 
depth  of  the  vagina  is  two  to  four  inches. 

The  second  method  of  vaginal  construc- 
tion is  employed  in  females  with  a con- 
genital absence  of  a vagina,  but  is  equally 
useful  in  transexual  surgery.  In  this 
procedure  skin  grafts  are  taken  from 
the  back,  thighs,  or  legs  and  placed  a- 
round  a form  that  is  inserted  into  an 
opening  that  is  dissected  in  the  perineum, 
that  is  the  area  between  the  urethral 
meatus  and  the  anus.  If  the  operation 
is  successful  the  new  vagina  should  be 
between  three  and  five  inches  deep.  In 
either  of  the  above  procedures  there  is 
no  guarantee  that  you  will  have  a vagina 
that  will  be  useful  in  sexual  relations. 

An  artificial  vagina,  unlike  the  vagina 
of  the  genetic  female  cannot  supply  its 
own  lubrication.  The  reason  behind 


In  order  to  maintain  adequate  vaginal 
with  and  depth  you  must  wear  a fitted 
vaginal  dilator  that  is  placed  in  the  va- 
gina and  held  there  by  a belt  or  modi- 
fied girdle.  For  the  first  three  months 
post-operatively  the  vaginal  dilator 
must  be  worn  continuously  and  remov- 
ed only  for  cleaning  and  applying  vaginal 
medication.  After  the  initial  three 
months  dilation  is  required  less  often, 
however  you  must  use  the  dilator  daily 
for  the  rest  of  your  life  as  the  vagina 
is  still  capable  of  occluding  many  years 
after  the  initial  surgery. 


The  recto-vaginal  septum  is  the  divider 
between  the  vagina  and  the  rectum.  In 
the  event  that  this  divider  is  too  thin  the 
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continuous  wearing  of  the  dilator  could 
produce  a fistula,  that  is  a passageway 
between  the  vagina  and  the  rectum.  The 
result  of  this  fistula  is  that  you  will  be 
eliminating  waste  through  your  vagina 
until  this  problem  is  rectified  surgically. 

A less  frequent  complication  of  the 
continuous  wearing  of  the  vaginal  di- 
lator is  necrosis  of  the  vaginal  walls. 

This  is  caused  by  a dilator  that  is  too 
tight  resulting  in  impeded  circulation 
and  ending  in  necrosis.  If  the  vaginal 
walls  necrose,  complete  surgical  re- 
construction of  the  vaginal  canal  will  be 
necessary. 

The  second  major  area  of  complications 
is  the  urethra  and  the  urethral  meatus. 

The  urethra  is  the  duct  that  the  urinary 
bladder  empties  into  and  the  urethral 
meatus  is  the  opening  where  urine  is  ex- 
pelled from  the  body.  In  the  genetic  fe- 
male the  urethra  follows  a straight  line 
from  the  urinary  bladder  to  the  urethral 
meatus.  In  the  genetic  male  the  urethra 
leaves  the  urinary  bladder,  where  it  is 
surrounded  by  the  prostate  gland,  makes 
a slight  downward  curve,  then  curves  up, 
then  enters  the  penis  and  travels  its 
length.  In  the  transexual  female  the 
urethra  must  be  re-routed  so  that  the 
urethral  meatus  will  be  slightly  above 
the  new  vagina.  In  order  to  accomplish 
this  the  urethra  must  make  a final 
sharp  hair-pin  turn,  in  addition  to  the 
other  curves  in  the  male  urinary  tract. 

If  this  turn  is  made  at  too  acute  an  angle 
the  urethra  will  have  a tendency  to  become 
stenosed  (constricted).  The  stenosed 
urethra  must  then  be  dilated  in  order  to 
insure  the  proper  passage  of  urine  from 
the  urinary  bladder.  When  mechanical 
dilation  is  unsuccessful  surgical  methods 
must  be  employed.  The  urethral  meatus 
must  emerge  at  the  correct  angle  other- 
wise the  urinary  stream  will  be  mis- 
directed. In  this  case  tilting  of  the  pelvis 
is  favored  over  surgery.  In  the  event 
that  the  urine  flow  emerges  as  a spray 

local  dilation  of  the  urethral  meatus  is 


usually  all  that  is  required. 


If  the  surgeon  removes  your  testiciles, 
as  is  normally  done,  you  must  con- 
tinue to  receive  some  form  c£  hormonal 
therapy  in  order  to  prevent  "sex  hor- 
mone withdrawal  symptoms".  If  you 
do  not  do  this  you  are  subject  to: 

1-  decreased  metabolism,  which  could 
cause  you  to  gain  weight,  2-  osteoporosis, 
decalcification  of  the  bones  making 
them  brittle  and  weak. 


In  the  hands  of  a surgeon  skilled  in  tran- 
sexual surgery  the  conversion  operation 
is  a ge  mble  at  best,  in  the  hands  of  the 
average  surgeon  it  can  be  a nightmare/ 

I feel  that  it  would  be  far  better  if  you 
could  accept  yourself  as  you  are  with 
some  form  of  hormonal  therapy  combin- 
ed with  cross-dressing.  Practically  all 
of  the  non-genital  changes  can  be  achiev- 
ed by  hormonal  means  alone.  These  are 
breasts,  reduction  of  body  hair,  scalp 
hair  growth,  voice,  and  feminine  figure. 

I hope  that  I have  been  able  to  answer 
some  of  your  questions  on  the  post-opera- 
tive complications  of  transexual  surgery.

HARRIET  HUESTIS  JACKSON  lived  a 
quiet  existence  a a mother  and  wife  on 
a modest  farm  in  nineteenth  century 
New  Brunswick.  Nothing  is  known 
of  her  life,  apart  from  these 
scanty  facts,  yet  when  I dis- 
covered the  original  tin- 
type among  a collection  of 
family  photos,  my  curiosity 
was  immediately  aroused. 

From  what  we  know  of 
rural  mores  in  Canada  a 
century  ago,  it  seems 
doubtful  that  a bearded 
lady  would  enjoy  unquest- 
ioning acceptance.  How- 
ever, the  chain  of 
memory  in  the 
family  (neces  - 
sarily  second 
hand,  since 
all  direct 
links  are 
now  dead) 
suggests 
that 

Harriet 
was  not 
object  of 
ridicule  or 
contempt. 

Rather,  she 
is  remem- 
bered as  a 
respected  and 
somewhat  form- 
idable figure  in 
the  community. 

The  beard  is  no 
mystery.  A slight 
hormonal  imbalance 
easily  accounts  for  the 
development  of  secondary 
characteristics  like  facial  hair. 

It  is  not  an  uncommon  condition.  But 
what  is  surprising  is  her  refusal  to 
remove  the  beard.  In  a puritan 
society  which  permitted  little  devia- 


tion from  sexual  roles  and  which  dic- 
tated strict  male-female  dress  and 
behavior,  it  is  commendable  that  she 

consented  to  sitting  for  her  photo- 
graph. There  is  not  trepidation 
evident  in  that  unflinching  gaze, 
no  pathos  to  suggest  the  misery 
of  an  un  accepted  exile. 

But  it  would  be  facile  to 
imagine  her  personal  nar- 
rative was  an  untroubled 
one.  The  work-worn  hands 
are  eloquent  testimony  to  a 
life  of  physical  hardship  amid 
the  minimal  comforts  of  an 
isolated  farm.  Beyond  that, 
however,  one  must  rely  on 
conjecture  and  it  is  not 
sufficient  to  penetrate 
the  confident, 
formal  facade.

with  beard  stubles,  gruff  baritone  and  all, 
the  "he"  is  "she".  While  most  of  us  "girls" 
are  starving  for  the  tender  caress  of  nylon 
about  our  thighs,  there  exist  at  the  opposite 
end  of  the  spectrum,  those  who  dig  the 
practical  support  of  FRUIT  OF  THE  LOOM. 

This  is  the  world  of  the  vanishing  drag  dyke, 
the  bull  dagger  of  folklore,  the  professional 
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male  impersonator.  Your  roving  reporter  There  is  an  ambivalence  to  the  breasts.  Some 
rapped  with  several  of  the  "boys"  both  from  actively  seek  and  obtain  breast  removal  to 
the  professional  "Club  82"  and  social  fields.  enable  them  to  sit  on  a beach  in  a male 

bathing  suit.  Others  just  bind  them  down. 

While  most  of  us  were  going  through  the  trama 
of  picking  out  a truly  feminine  name  to  go  with 
our  alter  ego,  the  majority  of  these  girls 
were  being  content  with  very  definite  unisex  type 
names.  I met  a Chris,  Toni,  Gene,  Scotty, 

Skippy  and  Evy  with  a few  Sams  and  Rusty1  s 
thrown  in  for  luck  . These  are  my  boys. 


Most  of  them  just  couldn't  be  bothered  with 
the  shit  of  long  tresses  hanging  about  the  face, 
and  they  invariably  comb,  or  slick  it  back 
into  a 50's  style  DA  {how  gorgeous).  On  the 
rest  of  the  female  attire,  they  feel  it  just 
isn't  for  them,  and  a few  profess  an  out  and 
out  loathing  for  female  attire,  such  as  "did 
you  ever  try  to  walk  or  work  in  women's  shoes, 

I just  don't  look  good  in  a dress  to  bras  choke 
me.  " Still  others  go  the  male  hormone  route, 

which  gives  them  a deep  voice,  better  look- 
ing biceps,  adams  apples,  and  a beard, 
which  can  range  from  peach  fuzz  to  a twice 
a day  shaveable  goatee.  One  is  undergoing, 
or  has  completed  penis  construction,  and  will 
exist  henceforth  in  straight  society  as  a man.

she  is  being  herself.  The  roughness 
of  the  clothes  appeals  to  her,  she  thinks 
they  suit  her  personality  better.  One 
woman  who  has  lived  in  drags  for  almost 
20  years,  feels  that  the  drags  are  her 
way  of  making  a living;  just  like  the  drag 
queen  on  the  corner  does  from  passing 
a john.  (hustling)  Gene  feels  that  the 
subdued  lines  of  her  clothes  is  what 
helps  her  feel  sexy  and  look  sexy  to 
other  femmes.  Black  is  very  big  with 
her  because  it  is  sensual,  and  very  ex- 
citing to  be  seen  in.  However  no  one 
really  admitted  to  getting  any  sexual 
excitement  from  the  clothes  alone,  al- 
though almost  all  felt  that  their  final 
image,  when  all  the  primping  and  slick- 
ing back  had  been  done,  was  an  erotic 
image,  both  to  themselves,  and  to  their 
intended  sex  mates.  It  is  the  final  manish 
woman  that  they  strive  for,  yet  with  the 
exception  of  the  transexuals,  they  realize 
that  under  it  all  they  are  still  women  -- 
the  same  way  that  most  true  drag  queens 
feel,  that  they  are  some  sort  of  feminized 
man,  but  fully  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
they  are  males  who  feel  at  home  for 


can  work.  If  she  is  a very  good  he, 
then  the  couple  lives  and  works  as  man 
and  wife.  Almost  all  prefer  to  work 
in  some  manner  with  their  hands.  One 
of  my  friends  has  her  own  pick  and  de- 
livery trucking  service  while  another  is 
a welder  in  a factory.  One,  Chris  feels 
that  she  is  better  able  to  support  her 
woman,  as  a man.  The  others,  work 
in  labor  as  tough,  obviously  , dykey, 
females.  They  usually  give  some 
minor  concession  to  feminity  on  the 
job,  like  brushing  their  hair  forward, 
or  wearing  the  most  awful  shade  of 
pink  lipstick  imaginable. 

But  back  to  the  clothes,  just  what 
type  of  cross  dressers  are  these 
women?  In  what  respect  are  they 
drags?

They  don't  like  getting  their  breasts  play- 
ed with  at  all,  and  some  are  completely 
untouchable  under  the  sheets.  Do  they 
ever  play  "femme"  in  bed?  "Hell  no, 
what  do  I want  with  another  butch  in  bed? 

I like  a real  woman,  clean  who  takes 
care  of  herself,  and  dresses  nice,  and 
has  a real  woman's  body,  not  like  the 
shit  who  walks  around  today  that  you  can't 
tell  who  is  what.  " A few  of  the  femmes 
swear  their  butches  are  dynamite  in  bed  -- 
Frankly,  your  author  was  getting  a little 
hot  in  her  panties.  Dildos  are  not  uncommon, 
and  one  of  the  boys  finishes  her  lovemaking 
with  a 9"  job  that  would  make  your  heart  -- 
or  something  else  cringe.  None  of  the  dil- 
does  are  the  two-pronged  jobs  that  you  hear 
of  today.

Are  they  tough?  You  bet  your  balls  they 
are.

BEN:  Although  a lot  of  people  know  you, 

it  might  be  a good  idea  to  give  some  per- 
sonal background  information  on  your- 
self. OK? 

ANGELA:  Sure,  Ben.  I divide  my  life 
into  two  parts.  The  first  26  years  of  my 
life  I lived  as  a man,  was  married,  play- 
ed rock  music  in  rock  bands,  and  served 
in  the  U.S.  Air  Force.  In  1969  I began 
living  as  a woman,  changed  my  name, and 
became  active  in  gay  and  feminist  groups. 

I started  writing  for  the  alternative  press 
in  1968.  I began  cross-dressing  at  the 
age  of  9.  I became  aware  of  my  transexual 
identity  around  the  age  of  15.  I graduated 
from  Yamato  High  School,  Tokyo,  Japan 
in  1961.  That's  about  it  ----- 

BEN:  Angela,  we  know  of  your  trans exualism. 
How  about  your  sexuality? 


ANGELA:  Well  at  this  point  I'm  rather 

asexual.  I m sexually  attracted  to  both 
females  and  males  and  other  inter s exuals . 
I'm  physically  in  a hermaphroditic  condition 
at  t<m  present  time,  in  the  sense  that  I have 
both  breasts  and  male  genitalia.  After 
surgery  for  sex  reassignment,  I imagine 
I'll  be  bisexual. 

BEN:  Does  your  trans  exualism  have  any 

bearing  on  your  radical  political 
views  ? 

ANGELA:  In  some  way£.  In  general 
trans  exualism  is  viewed  as  a 
crime  and  many  of  us  go  through 
a lot  of  hell.  Laws,  exploitation, 
street  oppression,  and  general 
rejection  by  all  facets  of  society 
drive  many  of  us  to  either  extreme- 
ly conservative  or  radical  positions. 
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MILITANT  TRANSSEXUAL” 

ANGELA  KEYES  DOUGLAS  became  active  in  sociosexual  liberation  move- 
ments in  1969,  when  she  assisted  in  the  formation  of  the  Gay  Liberation 
Front  of  Los  Angeles.  In  1970  she  founded  the  Transvestite/Transexual 
Action  Organization,  and  began  working  with  feminist  and  lesbian  femi- 
nist organizations. 

She  has  participated  in  dozens  of  street  demonstrations,  led  numerous 
protest  marches,  and  as  a writer  for  the  alternative,  gay  and  feminist 
press,  has  had  several  hundred  articles  published  since  1968.  Often  des- 
cribed as  a "transexual  militant/liberationist" , she  has  attempted  to  end 
some  of  the  negative  aspects  of  the  transexual  experience  - exploitation, 
oppressions,  prejudice  - through  political  means.  She  was  instrumental 
in  having  the  1970  platform  of  the  Peace  and  Freedom  Party  include  a 
"transexual  demand":  "the  right  to  determine  the  uses  of  her  or  his  body, 
as  in  sex  change  operations  and  others". 

Although  she  has  been  closely  associated  with  leftist  groups  and  individuals, 
she  is  an  outspoken  foe  of  monolithic  communism  and  in  particular,  the 
Castro  Regime. 

At  Present  Angela  resides  in  Florida. 


I'm  a little  bit  of  both.  I have  some 
very  conservative  views  as  well  as 
ones  which  might  be  considered 
quite  radical. 

BEN:  Such  as,  Angela?  Let's  start  off  with 
views  that  classify  you  as  conservative. 

ANGELA:  Well,  I'm  not  quite  ready  to  dis- 

card the  electoral  process  in  favor 
of  organized  violence  for  political 
goals  ; in  regard  to  sexuality  I feel  that 
hormonal  reasons  are  causative 
factors  concerning  many  homosexuals. 

In  many  ways  I am  something  of  a 
technocrat  as  I admire  and  respect 
scientific  knowledge.  However,  I 
view  most  psychiatric  tenets  as  basically 
unscientific  , and  , in  regard  to  homo- 

sexuality/transexualism,  as  quite 
ludicrous  and  simply  a means  for 


persons  to  make  money  in  most 
cases. 

BEN:  Aside  from  the  economic  bene- 
fits the  psychiatric  establishment 
derives  from  maintaining  the  validi- 
ty of  these  theories,  what  do  you 
think  is  the  basis  of  these  theories 
and  what  are  your  ideas  regarding 
these  theories  and  sexist  oppression? 

ANGELA:  Basically,  psychiatry  is  used 

by  governments  to  control  and  manip- 
ulate its  citizens.  Obviously  many 
of  our  elected  leaders,  including 
Presidents,  are  criminally  insane, 
yet  they  are  not  subjected  to  the 
same  criteria  as  average  citizens, 
thus  it  should  be  quite  apparent  that 
a lot  of  dichotomies  exist  regarding 
psychiatric  theory  and  world  realities. 
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As  to  how  they  started,  a lot  of  it  is 
carried  over  from  earlier  repressive 
civilizations.  Like  religion,  psychia- 
try is  used  to  repress.  I view  per- 
sons seeking  high  elective  office  as 
mentally  ill  by  the  very  fact  that 
they  should  seek  such  offices. 

BEN:  Could  you  explain  that- last  remark 

more  fully? 


ANGELA:  Obviously  such  people  are 

dangerous  egomaniacs  with  the 
capacity  to  either  ignore  or  en- 
courage the  murders  of  millions 
of  people  through  rediculous  wars. 

BEN:'  Are  these  politicians  not  them- 
selves victims  of  a sexist  culture 
where  sexual  feelings  are  repress- 
ed and  denigrated,  thereby  encourag- 
ing power-seeking  and  agressive 
and  militaristic  acts  to  obviate 
the  culturally-induced  sexual 
guilt. 

ANGELA;  To  a certain  degree,  vary- 
ing with  the  individual.  Physical 
illnesses  may  also  be  involved, 
but  in  general  I would  agree  with 
you  on  that  point.  It  would  appear 
that  a lot  of  politicians  are  would- 


be  gods,  and  unfortunately  we  just 
don't  have  enough  room  for  them. 

BEN:  As  a transexual,  a transvestite, 

a female,  and  a lesbian  homosex- 
ual, you  must  certainly  have  first- 
hand experience  of  the  totality  of 
sexist  attitudes.  Could  you  recount 
some  specific  examples  and  the  in- 
sights concerning  sexism  derived 
from  these  experiences? 

ANGELA:  Actually,  experience  regard- 
ing sex  are  only  one  aspect  of  a 
much  greater  totality,  however, 
my  nirvana  has  included  both  unique 
joys  and  extreme  difficulty.  Prejudice 
arises  from  ignorance  and  immatur- 
ity and  I try  to  rise  above  my  oppress- 
ors and  enlighten  them.  However,  at 
times  this  poses  extremely  complex 
problems,  and  I have  failed  on  oc- 
casion. As  to  concrete  examples,  my 
jail  experiences,  considered  from  a 
mundane  level,  are  most  revelatory.  I 
was  recently  arrested  in  Olympia,  Wash- 
ington for  hitch-hiking  and  although  I 
am  a pre -operative  I was  placed  in  the 
women's  section  of  the  jail  with  female 
prisoners.  In  the  morning  I went  to 
court  and  was  given  a time  served 
sentence  but  I then  found  myself  haul- 
ed before  a sheriff  and  several  de- 
tectives who  wanted  to  know  why  I had 
lied  to  them.  The  arresting  officers 
had  assumed  I had  undergone  the  sex- 
change  and  they  were  doing  their  best 
to  make  me  pay  for  their  error.  I was 
insulted,  barred  from  ever  returning 
to  the  city  by  the  sheriff,  and  thorough- 
ly threatened. 

BEN:  Do  you  feel  that  you  would  have  been 

treated  differently  if  you  had  been 
post-operative?  And  changing  the 
subject,  don't  you  think  that  being 
placed  in  the  women's  section  showed 
great  concern  for  you,  as  I hear  that 
many  transexuals  are  placed  in  the 
Men's  section  for  the  sadistic  pleasure 
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of  the  guards  and  male  prisoners. 

ANGELA:  Well,  until  I was  stripped  by 

the  sheriff  they  had  treated  me  as  if 
I were  a post-op.  The  situation  is 
that  a lot  of  redneck  cops  are  very 
interested  in  transexuals , like  a lot 
of  other  people,  and  have  the  legal 
means  to  bust  us  and  get  a free, 
close-hand  thrill.  Of  course,  the 
majority  of  male  pre-op  transies 
get  tossed  into  cells  with  men.  That 
happened  to  me  in  Miami,  Los  An- 
geles, and  Venice.  In  L.A.,  where 
I spent  three  weeks  awaiting  trial, 
it  was  pure  unadulterated  living 
hell  24  hours  a day.  Rape  attempts, 
beatings,  hassles, and  isolation  from 
the  outside  world  and  friends  scarred 
me  forever.  At  one  point  they  placed 
me  in  a cell  with  Charles  Tex 
Watson,  who  is  Sharon  Tate’s  mur- 
derer and  was  convicted  of  seven 
counts  of  first  degree  murder.  They 
placed  us  with  him  for  our  "safety". 

BEN:  Angela,  I note  that  in  the  Olympia, 
Washington  bust  you  were  busted 
for  actually  violating  a law.  Do  you 
feel  you  would  not  have  been  ouf-ted 
if  you  were  not  transexual?  And, 
Angela,  what  of  the  police  harass- 
ment and  arrest  of  transexuals 
on  trumped-up  or  spurious 
charges  ? 

ANGELA:  Good!  questions  . I don't  think 
they  knew  I was  TS  when  they 
first  stopped  me.  I was  just  an- 
other hitch-hiker.  However,  since 
I have  only  ID  describing  me  as 
female  or  pre-operative  transexual 
under  a new  name,  which  I pre- 
sented to  them,  that  might  have  en- 
couranged  them  to  pop  me.  But 
that's  really  speculation,  as  in  gen- 
eral I was  treated  quite  well  by 
the  arresting  officers.  Of  course 
transies  are  busted  daily  in  many 
cities  on  false  charges  while  walk- 


ing down  the  street,  usually  by 
undercover  vice  on  charges  of 
prostitution,  lewd  conduct,  or 
whatever  can  be  thought  of. 

BEN:  Angela,  you  started  your  movement 
activities  as  one  of  the  leaders 
of  gay  liberation.  Wsre  you  moti- 
vated by  your  desire  to  improve 
the  lot  of  homosexuals  (you  are 
Lesbian)  or  more  specifically  the 
the  lot  of  the  transexual  under  the 
larger  umbrella  of  "gay  lib"? 

ANGELA:  Well,  actually,  Ben  darling, 

I had  lost  a bet  with  Frank  Zappa 
during  a sordid  affair  at  one  of 
his  motels  in  Reno. 

BEN:  Are  you  on  the  level,  baby? 


ANGELA:  Seriously,  let's  see--Gay 

Lib,  to  me,  was  and  is  a very 
beautiful  and  needed  concept.  I 
became  involved  for  many  reasons. 
I don't  mind  being  considered  gay. 

I do  mind  being  oppressed  as  a 
gay:  when  I got  into  Gay  Lib  I en- 
countered a tremendous  amount 
of  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  male 
gays  because  I am  TS,  so  I stayed 
with  it  basically  to  confront  anti-TS 
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prejudices  on  the  part  of  homosexuals. 
Some  of  the  scenes  were  very  brutal 
ones.  In  1970  I broke  with  male  Gay 
Lib  entirely  and  moved  into  a 
Women's  Liberation  Center  in  Los 
Angeles  and  helped  to  develop  a 
Lesbian  Feminist  group.  My  motives 
in  Gay  Lib  were  sincere  ones. 

BEN:  I guess  what  I really  meant  to  ask, 

Angela,  was  if  at  first  you  identified 
more  strongly  as  a homosexual  rather 
than  as  a transexual? 

ANGELA:  Well,  Ben,  I think  that  I was 

hoping  to  be  able  to  become  a simple, 
ordinary,  everyday  male  homosexual/ 
transvestite  as  I was  quite  aware  of  the 
hell  one  must  go  through  in  order  to 
change  sex.  So  I fully  exposed  myself 
to  male  Gay  Liberation.  I found  that  I 
am  not  a homosexual  male  and  it  is 
impossible  for  me  to  pretend  that  I 
am.  I wasn't  really  very  familiar 
with  the  gay  world  or  gay  people  be- 
fore 1969. 

BEN:  Angela  , the  anti-T.S.  prejudice 

you  encountered  by  male  Gay-Lib- 
bers - do  you  or  do  you  not  feel 
that  the  erroneous  and  prejudicial 
association  of  male  homosexuality 
with  femininity,  which  has  been  a 
prime  factor  in  the  oppression  of 
male  homosexuals,  has,  in  large 
measure,  put  the  male  gays  in  a 
very  defensive  position  regarding 
the  more  feminine  members  of  the 
gay  community,  and  that  these 
male  gays  were  acting  out  th  eir 
oppression  by  their  own  oppressive 
stance. 

ANGELA:  Of  course.  That's  because 

manhood  and  masculinity  are  view- 
ed as  being  superior  to  femaleness 
in  masculist  societies . When  women 
are  really  considered  equal,  male 
homosexuality  will  not  be  consider- 
ed to  be  so  inferior  to  heterosexual 
manifestation.  Femalenes  s is  equat- 


ed with  weakness,  stupidity,  negative- 
ness, and  inferiority  in  general  by 
masculists,  and  when  a more  rational 
view  is  shared  throughout  the  world, 
homosexual  males  will  not  be  forced 
to  suffer  because  of  the  oppression 
of  women.  I have  always  felt  that 
Gay  Lib  is  a direct  offshoot  of  the 
F emininst  Movement.  However,  those 
male  homosexuals  trying  so  des- 
perately to  secure  a st^rotyped 
male  image  for  male  homosexuals 
are  both  creating  a ridiculous  and 
valuable  situation.  On  one  hand,  some 
of  them  go  to  ludicrous  extremes, 
and  others  simply  show  that  there 
are  many  types  of  homos  exuals  . A 
Good  point  here  might  be  the  view 
on  homosexuality  in  some  Latin 
nations,  where  only  the  passive 
partner  is  viewed  as  homosexual. 
Thus,  heterosexuality  is  equated 
with  dominance,  aggres  siveness  , 
and  power.  It  really  is  strange 
to  hear  shrinks  talk  about  "dan- 
gerous, aggressive  male  homo- 
sexuals" with  that  perspective  in 
mind. 

BEN:  Certainly  the  above  views  are 

radical  sociosexual  views,  and  right 
on,  Angela!  But  has  your  radical 
thinking  in  sexual  and  social  matters 
led  movement  people  to  assume 
that  you  hold  equally  radical  views 
of  a political  and  economic  nature? 

In  other  words,  Angela,  are  you  a 
communist  or  socialist? 

ANGELA:  Only  on  paydays!  I would  love 

to  be  a Communist  as  they  get  $10, 

000  Cadillacs  from  Nixon.  But  at 
the  present  time  I'm  a registered 
Democrat.  Although  a lot  of  people 
don't  believe  this,  my  association 
with  communistic  and  socialist  groups 
has  been  to  confront  them  in  regards 
to  their  anti- gay , male  supremist 
dogma.  The  situations  in  Cuba,  China, 
Russia  and  other  socialist  nations 
is  based  on  sexual  puritanism  and 
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repression.  I would  prefer  to  die  than 
live  under  any  of  those  systems.  I 
feel  very  strongly  that  it  is  an  in- 
herent quality  of  monolithic  socialist 
systems  to  be  repressive,  in  the 
sense  that  sexual  "deviates"  are  the 
scapegoats  whenever  a power 
struggle  erupts.  Basically  these 
systems  are  male  dominated,  and  al- 
though women  have  better  status  in 
some  ways,  they  are  not  really  a part 
of  the  decision  making  power 
structures  , I feel  that  existing 
political  ideologies  are  quite  in- 
adequate and  antiquated,  and  great 
conflict  will  result  as  the  feminist 
and  gay  liberationist  movements 
continue  to  develop.  Some  people 
feel  that  sex  wars  are  looming  on 
the  not  too  distant  horizons. 

BEN:  On  a different  note,  what  immediate 

problems  are  you  facing? 

ANGELA:  Getting  to  Miami  alive  for 

the  convention.  Getting  myself 
a little  more  together.  I've  dis- 
persed a lot  of  energy  for  "causes" 
and  right  now  I'm  focusing  on  my 
own  personal  needs.  I don't  intend 
to  be  a professional  transexual  lib- 
erationist, and  would  like  to  do 
other  things. 

BEN:  Such  as  ? 

ANGELA:  Of  course  the  operation  is  my 

foremost  thought  at  the  present 
time.  After  that  I think  I might 
go  to  school  for  awhile  and  complete 
several  books  I've  been  working  on 


for  the  past-few  years, 
perhaps  become  active 
in  dance  or  other  areas 
of  artistic  endeavor,  or 
a stewardess  for  Quantas,  as  they 
don't  get  hit  by  too  many  skyjackers. 
I have  a lot  of  dreams  and  I've 
been  able  to  obtain  a lot  of  my  ear- 
lier goals,  I never  expected  to  be 
able  to  have  survived  as  long  as  I 
have  doing  some  of  the  things  I've 
been  doing,  or  have  undergone  so 
many  experiences  of  a harsh  nature 
and  still  have  hope  for  the  future. 
That  might  sound  a little  violinish 
but  I never  really  knew  what  it 
meant  to  be  hated  before  I opened 
myself  up  to  society's  prejudices. 
However,  My  experiences  have 
been  light  in  comparison  to  those 
of  many  other  transexuals  and  the 
joys  far  outweigh  the  negative 
aspects.  I'd  also  like  to  end  my 
relationship  with  the  alternative 
press  as  I have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  editors  in  control 
of  the  major  so-called  "underground" 
or  "alternative"  publications  are 
the  worst  of  exploiters.  I examine 
this  aspect  in  detail  in  one  of  my 
books.  These  men  are  only  really 
interested  in  money  and  I've  seen 
them  rip  off  countless  people  with 
the  most  callous  attitude  conceiv- 
able. Actually,  pimps  are  more 
honest  than  some  of  these  editors.

Since  this  issue  is  concerned,  primarily, 
with  transexuals,  I'd  like  to  devote  most 
of  the  column  this  time  to  the  Gender  Dy- 
sphoria Clinic  of  the  Stanford  Medical 
C enter. 

Stanford  University  in  Palo  Alto,  Cali- 
fornia, has  the  only  program  on  the  west 
coast  that  actually  handles  transexual 
surgery  , and  one  of  only  about  ten  in  the 

U.S. 

The  head  of  the  program  since  January 
has  been  Patrick  Gandy.  From  reports 
that  were  published  while  Stanford  was 
hosting  a conference  on  trans exualism 
I've  distilled  the  following  information 
that  might  be  of  interest  to  you. 

Candidates  for  the  program  are  screened 
very  carefully.  Before  one  even  begins 
there  are  extensive  physical  and  psycho- 
logical tests. 

Only  about  10%  of  clinic  patients  have  sur- 
gery. Not  all  desire  it  and,  of  the  ones 
that  do,  only  those  found  suitable  after 
all  the  tests,  are  considered. 

This  may  seem  overly  cautious,  but  one 
of  the  program's  main  objectives  is  to 


be  sure  that  the  patients  who  do  have  sur- 
gery remain  happy  with  their  decision. 

For  this  reason,  even  after  all  the  test- 
ing, there  is  at  least  a year  of  continued 
counseling  plus  hormone  therapy  and  work 
with  a model  on  feminine  appearance  and 
behavior  before  surgery  is  begun.

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This  rule,  however,  is  sometimes  waived 
if  a patient  has  been  living  full-time  as  a 
female  for  a considered  period. 

As  a follow-up  to  surgery,  McGandy  re- 
cently traced  down  former  patients.  Of 
the  fifty  who  had  been  operated  on  through 
the  program,  he  reached  thirty-five,  and 
all  were  currently  happier  than  before 
surgery.  This  is  a pretty  good  average 
and  a strong  indication  that  the  cautious 
policy  of  Stanford  has  paid  off. 

Mr.  Gandy  has  said  that,  because  of 
the  serious  nature  of  the  surgery,  it 
disturbs  him  that  there  seem  to  be  hos- 
pitals which  are  performing  it  on  demand, 
without  the  kind  of  extensive  pre-operation 
work  Stanford  requires. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  findings,  to 
me,  of  the  follow-up  study  was  that 
patients  who  had  been  operated  on  tend- 
ed to  achieve  better  economically  after 
the  surgery. 

My  own  theory  about  this  is  that  a tran- 
sexual's problem  is  so  overwhelming,  and 
occupies  so  much  of  her  thoughts  and 
her  time  that  only  after  surgery,  when 
she  finally  feels  comfortable  with  herself, 
can  she  turn  her  attention  to  her  work. 

The  Stanford  clinic  helps  arrange  train- 
ing and  placement  in  appropriate  jobs 
for  transexuals  they  work  with.  It's  all 
part  of  a most  remarkable  and  carefully 
thought-out  program  and  all  of  us,  trans- 
sexual or  not,  should  be  very  grateful 
there  are  people  who  care  this  much.
